2 . Claim 1 

Document Dl shows a papermaking screen with all the 
features specified in the preamble of claim 1 (see Dl, 
column 2, lines 22 to 42, and figure 1) . 

The features of the characterising part of claim 1 are 
also known from Dl (see figure 1; binding thread 7 
passes over warp thread 5, and weft thread 6 passes 
under warp thread 5 (reference numbers from Dl) ) . 

The subject matter of claim 1 therefore lacks novelty 
and thus fails to meet the requirement of PCT Article 
33(2). 



3 . Claims 4 and 5 

The subject matter of dependent claims 4 and 5 is also 
known from Dl (see in particular column 2, lines 22 to

26 (two individual woven fabrics) , lines 38 to 39 
(plain weave) and figure 1 (angular measurement, 
multi-strand weave of the lower fabric layer) . 



Claims 4 and 5 therefore also lack novelty (PCT Article 
33(2)). 

Claim 6 

The feature specified in claim 6 appears to relate to a 
minor modification of the screen according to claim 1 
which does not go beyond what a person skilled in the 
art would normally do on the basis of routine 
considerations (see also document D2) . The subject 
matter of this claim therefore does not involve an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Since claim 1 is not admissible, dependent claims 7 to 
9 cannot be formally allowed either. 

Contrary to the requirements of PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) , 
the description does not cite document Dl or give an 
account of the relevant prior art disclosed therein.
